NEW YORK, Aug. 15.—A new and 


immediate conference of anthracite 
operators and miners to thresh out 
their differences without the necessity 
of government intervention appeared 
the aim of" the Coolidge administra- 
tion as its representatives, the United 
States coal commission, called the dis- 
puting parties to separate parleys at 
3 p. m.

George Barnhard, writing in the 
Vossissiche eZitung, voiced the major- 
ity sentiment when he said:

speech before the Reichstag yesterday 
afternoon has furnished new nourish- 
ment for German strength. 


"The 
chancellor's address really 


was less a speech and more a declara- 
tion of a strong program. 
This pro- 


gram will spread thruout the Reich, 
easing the internal situation, and 
lightening the atmosphere which has 
crushed 
loyal German hearts for 


days."

Only a lormal session was held this 


afternoon, the minutes of the previous 
meeting have been approved by the 
commissioners, and signed by Secre- 
tary Wilson lor the Americans and 
Secretary Urquidi for the Mexicans as 
•well »s by the interpreter. 


The American delegates will leave 


tonight after the formal session ends. 


It is understood that the Mexicans 


expect recognition to result. 


The conference began May 14, and 


it was only after several sessions that 
both nations realized what a big task 
confronted them in settling the multi- 
tude of differences between the two 
states. 


Twelve years of 
revolution

an entangled situation that it took 
three months to reach agreements on 
essential points. 


At only one time was the conference 


in going on the rocks—that was when 
the question of claims 
conventions 


was discussed. President Obregon per- 
sonally intervened to settle this situa- 
tion.

The 
erstwhile "president of the Irish re- 
public" lost consciousness during a 
stampede occasioned by the appear- 
ance of national troops in an armored 
car, who fired volleys over the heads 
of the crowd.

Irish mother, de Valera was a teacher 
in the University of Dublin before he 
took the leading role in the fight for 
Irish freedom. 
During the 
rebellion 
of 1916, de 


Valera played a prominent part in 
activities of the Irish bands that were 
defeated in bloody fighting Easter 
week. He became a. fugitive, was sev- 
eral time reported slain, but finally 
emerged to take the lead in negotia- 
tions for an agreement 
with Great 


Britain, whereby Ireland might secure 
a measure of freedom. But when 
these negotiations failed to go as far 
as de Valera, who was an out and out 
republican, desired, he broke with 
Arthur Griffith, and Michael Collins 
and refused to have any part in forma- 
tion of the free state. Defeated in 
dail elections, he became a rebel, 
playing a 
rather bombastic and 


academic part, hunted by his country- 
men. 
De Valera's followers fell away one 


by one, Rory O'Connor executed, 
Erskine Childers meeting the 
same 


fate, others slain in fighting, until the 
former president 
became known as 


the "phantom rebel" and his followers 
reduced to the "black women" of the 
south, who had lost husbands, broth- 
ers and sweethearts in the war for in- 
dependence and 
who followed 
de 


Valera into the Tipperary hills. 


Recently. De Valera issued a state- 


ment saying that physical warfare on 
the part of his followers against the 
free state was at an end. but the fight 
for complete independence would go 
on. He gathered his adherents for a 
political campaign, and this was his 
first public appearance,

-FREMONT, Neb., Aug. 15.—Profes- 
sional yeggs blew storage safe at the 
Fremont 
Postoffice sometime early 


this morning and escaped with nearly 
$600 in money and stamps. They were 
apparently ignorant of the existance 
of another safe, similar in construc- 
tion in an inner office that held about 
120,000 in cash and stock. 


The bandits gained entrance thru 


rear window of the building and ap- 
parently 
worked undisturbed. Two 


charges 
of nitro-glycerine shattered 


the lock on the safe door after the 
yeggs had drilled a hole into the steel 
plate to deposit the explosive, a heavy 
steel crowbar and a hammer, stolen 
from a Northwestern tool house, last 
evening were used to pry off the door 
after the explosive had taken effect. 
Police discovered the tool house had 
been ransacked this morning. 


Lisle Ellis, twenty-two, the jani- 


tor, came on duty at 4:50. Everything 
was apparently in good shape when he

the 
door. After he 
had 


punched the time clock, he started to 
open up the windows as usual. His 
suspicions were aroused when one of 
the windows gave away easily and 
screws dropped to the floor from a 
catch at the top. He then discovered 
that the outsde screen was swinging 
free and that the wire had been cut. 


Ellis immediately went for his gun 


kept in a holster in open sight near 
the safe that had been blown. It was 
then he discovered that the safe had 
been wrecked. His own gun had been 
stolen by the yeggs. He procured an- 
other from Postmaster F. W7 Fuhl- 
rodts private office and made a hur- 
ried examination of the building to*toe 
certain that the yeggs were not -hid- 
den in the building.

ficials said 137 men entered the shaft 
Tuesday. Of these thirty-seven were 
brought out alive, which would leave 
three still missing. 


Bad air on the thirteenth level made 


rescue work slow. The 
ventilating 


system was put out of order by the 
explosion, which caused the disaster. 
Every precaution was taken to protect 
rescue crews from poisonous fumes. 


Virtually all wreckage caused by 


the blast was cleared up .during the 
night. 
Alex Anima and Peter Pierpo, min- 


ers, were outstanding heroes of the 
tragedy, which brought to light the 
stuff of which each man's soul wp» 
made. 
The men were working in a lower 


level when the explosion occurred. 


They were buried in a mass_ of de- 


bris, but managed to dig their way 
to a clear tunnel, where they werf- 
found by the first rescue squad, and 
brought to the surface, at" 3 p. m., af- 
ter having faced death for hours. 


Despite their exhausted condition^ 


the men both demanded to be put in 
the rescue squads immediately, to go 
the aid of their entombed mates. 


KEMMERER, Wyo., Aug. 15. — The 


toll of lives lost in the explosion in, 
Frontier mine No. 1 of the Kemmerer 
Coal company Tuesday morning is 
expected to exceed 100. 


More than fifty bodies have been

Dawn found wearied 


rescue workers still toiling in the 
tumbled shaft where bodies of help- 
lessly trapped miners lay piled in a 
gruesome mass against the tons of 
wreckage that • formed 
a barrier 


against their escape, after the blast. 


Mfot of the lives were lost nearly 


a mile below ground. There was a 
terrific explosion, which resulted in a 
cave-in on several lower levels, and 
poisonous gases swept thru the shafts, 
snuffing out lives of the imprisoned 
workers. 


The victims were charred beyond 


recognition, indicating that an intense 
name had shot and seared its way 
thru the underground shafts, turning 
tunnels and passage-ways into an In- 
ferno.

in Germany 


has merely served to strengthen that 
country's hand.

It is considered certain the reply 


will widen the breach between France 
and England, but in England i£ is ex- 
pected that at least two or three 
months will elapse before an end to 
the entente is announced formally.

with the government, and ready to 
back It against the communists and 
extreme reactionaries — the

groups In open opposition. 


Meantime, the international situa- 


tion showed signs of calming despite 
new outbreaks yesterday in Aix-la- 
Chapelle and vicinity, in which ten 
were killed and upwards of one hun- 
dred wounded, and extension of the 
strikes in the chemical and electrical 
industries at Frankfort. 


The 
new 
chancellor's 
opening 


speech in the reichstag, during which 
he boldly downed communist heckling, 
showed the new government will 
follow out the same broad lines as the 
preceding cabinet ot Dr. Wilhelm 
Cuno. 
Stresemann declared himself in fa- 


vor of consolidation of the political 
and economic situation as an indispen- 
sable preliminary resumption *f repa- 
rations payments, continuation of pas- 
sive resistance, which, he said, was 
fully justified in the last British note 
to France, and an internal gold loan 
to provide funds for adjustment of 
wages as demanded by the workers. 


The chancellor appealed to the agri- 


culturists to relieve the food situation, 
admitting the government could not 
expect the workers to remain quiet 
unless they were assured an adequate 
food supply. 
In a general interview following bis 


appearance in the reichstag, Strese- 
man told newspaper men Paris is de- 
ceived If it thinks tne 
change in 


German governments indicates an end 
to Germany's power of resistance. 


The chancellor said his new tar 


program was expected to ameliorate 
internal finances considerably, and 
reiterated the policy that Germany 
considers the Rhine provinces as 
inviolate. 
Regarding the Ruhr, Stre*eman said 


it will always remain the soul of in- 
dustry and a necessary symbol of the 
nation's material accomplishments. 


The chancellor attributed internal 


confusion to a breaking of the popu- 
lar nerve. 
"Nothing is so bad for a nation as 


to know its future," he said, "But * 
people with the great past of Germany 
need not fear. We frfll have the power 
to carre our own destiny." 


Throwing a warning to France. 


Stresemann said it would not be safe 
to press the German people to far

spriiiKS and jack-knife dives, which 
art- admired, but are so 
difficult 


that they are best left to profes- 
sionals while we concentrate our 
attention on some of those which 
are easier to perfect. 


Almost 
everyone 
wants 
to 


attempt 
a 
jack-knife dive, how- 


i-ver, and so I include directions. 
Start the jack-knife as a running 
or standing dive. Spring high and 
not so far as in other dives; throw 
your arms up in diving position; as 
you start in midair the body is 
sharply bent, your hands and head 
being headed straight down at the 
water. 
Your hands touch your 


ankles, and then you;- body is 
straightened, the feet being thrown 
up so that the 
body enters the 


water in the customary straight 
line position, except that you go 
straight down at right angles to 
the water instead of entering it at 
an oblique angle farther in advance 
of the springboard. It takes quick 
manipulation of the body and you 
will not be able to master it dur- 
ing your first year of swimming 
and diving. 


You may try some high dives 


now. 
Increase the* height gradu- 


ally. TfV one from eight or ten 
feet, practice until it becomes easy, 
then gradually increase the height 
to fifteen or twenty* feet. 
That is 


plenty high for you to attempt. It 
is far better to strive for perfec- 
tion in your swimming strokes and 
dives than to spend your time and 
efforts on spectacular stunts which 
belong to the professionals. 


Another dive which you can 


learn this year is the pilot. This 
is a plain standing dive done with 
the hands held firmly at your sides, 
your head cutting the water first. 
Be caref.ul-n.ot to dive too deep on 
this. The seal dive is also easy. 
Lie on your stomach at the side of 
the pool and slide head first, as you 
have seen the seals do in circuses 
or at the seashore.

NEW YORK, Aug. 15.—President 


Coolidge, 
thru 
his administration 


agencies, moves today in handling his 
first big domestic question—the an- 
thracite coal strike threatening for 
September 1. 


John Hays Hammond, chairman of 


the United States coal commission, 
will tell the differing miners and op- 
erators just how the government Is 
stacking the cards to protect the 
public against a fuel famine, and offer 
the services of the government for 
mediation. 


Hammond has received his Instruc- 


tions from Mr. Coolidge. They are: 


1.—The government will 
not at- 


tempt to force the two opposing fac- 
tions into agreement, but will lend its 
services thru the coal commission to 
arbitrate the difficulties, and press for 
a settlement. 


2.—Public needs will be protected 


at all costs, and fuel substitutes will 
be provided, to consumers thru gov- 
ernment" channels, thus breaking the 
full force of the strike. 


Hammond meets the miners and 


operators at the Hotel Pennsylvania 
here at 3 this afternoon. 


The miners' leaders are professing 


to be adamant as ever on the question 
of the "check-off," now rapidly becom- 
ing the chief bone of contention in the 
dispute. 


Before 
leaving Atlantic 
City, to 


come here for the parley, John L. 
Lewis and his' associates made clear 
once more their absolute insistence 
upon the system, whereby union dues 
are deducted from the miners' wages 
by the company. A statement issued 
by S. D. Warriner, spokesman for the 
operators, indicated the owners are 
still opposed to this "check-off," but 
are now willing to submit it to arbi- 
tration . 


Today's meeting will serve to put 


before the commission the conflicting 
•views of the two sides. Only a fort-

In his report pertaining to road mat- 


tres, State Accountant C A. Sommer 
has submitted to the state for consid- 
eration whether it' would not be pro- 
per and complying with the spirit of 
the law to pay for road work done 
after July 1, 1923 out of the current

bound themselves to build "new ad- 
ditions" or handle "additional quanti- 
ties," were made prior to July 1, 1923. 


He advances two reasons. 
First, 


that state road building was under- 
taken as a continuous) program. He 
quotes from the basic road law giving 
assent to the federal act providing for 
a five j ear program and fi om the 1919 
state law providing for a system of 
highways, definitely enumerating the 


road to bo built and forming one big 
program. These roads are now being 
built aiid 
Appropriation* have been 


made from time to time to keep the 
work going. Work done after July 1 
1923 
might be paid out ot whatever 


appropriation lu then available in com- 
pliance with the Bpirit of the road leg- 
islation, he thinks. 


The second reason is that the origi- 


nal amounts of the contracts have \lr- 
tually been met in full and work done 
after July 1 was made necessary by 
"additional quantities and new addi- 
tions." Both state and federal laws 
have this proviso 


"that if any part of the sum so ap 


propriated shall not be expended dur- 
ing the year for which it is appio- 
priated. it shall be available for use m 
any subsequent year." 


Why should not this rile work both 


ways, permitting the use of current 
appropriations to pay for additions to 
contracts closed prior to July 1, 1923 


Mr. Sommer thinks the intent oi 


the legislature in making the appro- 
priations was to keep the work going 
till the program was completed. The 
work can not be completed if the con- 
tractors are left to hold the sack on 
account of hairsplitting about biennial 
appropriations.

Reduction in the price of gasoline 


is causing some consumers to discuss 
the feasibility ot storage. 
The city 


ordinance relating to the storage of 
coal oil, gasoline, naphtha, benzine or 
other 
like products 
ot 
petroleum, 


^makes the storage of quantities of 
'more than five gallons of these pro- 
ducts illegal within the city, except- 
ing in legally constructed reservoirs. 
This ordinance does not apply to reb- 
ervoirs on inotoi vehicles The amount 
that may te sto'-rd within the fire 
limits is one gallon onl>, excepting on 
a written permit from the chief ot the 
fire department. Violation of the city 
ordinance is classed as a misdomean- 
or with a penalty of a fine of from $10 
to ?100 


The sections of the ordinance relat- 


ing to storage are given as follows: 


"No coal oil, gasoline, naptha, ben- 


zine or other like products of petro- 
leum shall be stored in quantities of 
more than five gallons in the city of 
Lincoln unless the same be stored in 
tanks constructed of steel and coated 
on the outside with tar or other rust 
resisting material, provided that the 
same may be constructed of other 
material when^-set and imbedded in 
concrete. 
All joints must be tightly 


calked. All pipes connected with the 
tank shall be at the top thereof. All 
tanks must be so buried that no part 
of the top thereof shall be less than 
two feet beneath the surface of the 
ground at the point where the tank is 
located, and such tank shall be con- 
nected with a pump of approved pat- 
tern by means of which such coal oil, 
gasoline, naptha or other like products 
of petroleum shall be drawn from such' 
tanks, and so arranged that contents 
cannbt be taken therefrom by any 
other means. All such tanks shall be 
provided with a vent pipe. The vent 
pipe shall be made of one-inch or 
larger iron or galvanized steel pipe, 
with heavy cast iron fittings and 
screw joints made with litharge and 
glycerine and connected with the top 
of the tank. All pipes must be pro- 
vided at tha top with screenings of 
thirty mesh brass wire with 
goose 


neck attachments. 
All such tanks 


must be provided with a filling pipe, 
the filling pipe shall be made of two- 
inch or larger galvanized steel pipe, 
with heavy cast iron fittings and 
screw joints made with litharge and 
glycerine, and no unions or flange 
connections will be permitted. 
The 


filling pipe shall be provided with two 
screns of thirty mesh brass wire 
placed one at or near the tanw connec- 
tion and one just below the filling 
cock or valve; the filling pipe shall be 
closed at the intake by a filling cock 
or valve; the opening of which shall 
be closed by .a_screw cap when _not in 
use; the flllingTJipe "shall connect with 
the top and extend down to the bot- 
tom of the tank, and shall be laid at a 
uniform grade, so tbat it will drain 
entirely into the tank; the intake end 
of the filling pipe shall not be within 
any building and shall terminate in a 
covered box of heavy iron, to be kept 
locked when not in use. 


"Provided it shall be unlawful for 


any person, firm or corporation to 
keep *ny quantity of such products 
exceeding one gallon in any building 
within the fire limits of said city in 
any other manner than as above de- 
scribed without first obtaining a writ- 
ten permit from the chief of the fire 
department so to do. And provided 
further, that such oils may be kept 
and stored in tanks otherwise than 
provided in this ordinance 
where 


such tanks are constructed ol iron 
or steel and coated on the outside 
with tar or other rust resisting ma 
terial and are detached and clear from 
buildings, at least 75 feet distant 
from "any other building, and by ob- 
taining permission from the mayor 
and council, and this ordinance shall 
not be construed to prevent the keep- 
ing and storing of any such oils on 
the west side

older child suffer from gastric fer- 
mentation or constipation and the 
breath becomes offensive. The treat- 
ment is obvious. 
The last factor I shall mention is 
one rarely included among1 the 
causes of this disagreeable symptom. 
I refer to «, heavily-coated, and of- 
fensive totwue. 
Some persons hav« rough tongues, 
with very .uneven •urfaces. Food 
debris and bacterial growth lead to 
decay and offensive odor. Scrape 
the tongue with the bowl of *n In- 
verted spoon, a piece of whalebone, 
or a, specially-made tongue-scraper. 
You will be surprised at the quan- 
tity of material you remove. 
Keep the teeth clean. Wa«h out 
the mouth and gargle the throat 
with some pleasing solution. With 
these precautions you should have 
sweet breath.

Halve and stone two pounds Of 


good dates, seed one pound of large 
raisins, wipe, halve and stone two 
pounds of fresh apricots—ripe but 
firm. Put in a preserve-kettle With 
a pound of brown sugar, a half-cup- 
ful of salt, two peeled and chopped 
garlic buds, four seeded and coarsely 
chopped peppers, four ounces Of 
washed and chopped green ginger 
root, a quart and a pint of mild 
vinegar and a teaspoonful of mixed 
ground spices. 
Melt all together, 


then bring to boiling-point and boil 
gently over a medium fire lor two 
hours, stirring frequently aa the 
mass cooks. 
If it gets too thick; 


add a little more vinegar. It should 
be about as thick as catsup when 
done. When cool, bottle and seal. 


Beet Chutney. 
Peel two small bunches of young 


beets. Quarter them and put into a 
preserve-kettle with just enough 
vinegar to cover and parboil them 
until tender. Drain and then chop 
the beets very finely with two 
ounces of garlic and two ounces of 
green ginger. Return to the kettle, 
adding a quart of freeh vinegar, 
one-half cupful of salt, a pound of 
brown sugar and a half-teaapoonful 
of mixed spice. 
Boll all together 
until tho mass is of jam-like consis- 
tency—but not too thick. Cool, then 
bottle and seal. 
The vinegar in 


which the beets were parboiled may 
be used up in salad, as it is flavored 
and colored with the beet juice. 


Pickled Eggs. 
Boil hard two dozen fresh eggs. 


Cool and shell them without break- 
ing." Put into the preserve-kettle 
two ounces of chopped sweet pep- 
pers, two ounces of thinly-sliced gar- 
lic, two ounces of sliced green gin- 
ger root, one ounce of black pepper, 
eight ounces of salt, one ounce of 
cloves, one ounce of brown sugar 
and a quart of vinegar. Boil for one 
hour, then strain. 
Return to the 
kettle, lay in the eggs carefully and 
boil gently for one hour. 
Add a 


little more vinegar if it baa boiled 
away too much. When cool, pack 
in wide-mouthed jars, cover with the 
vinegar and stow away.

The drive, or what we golfers all 


know as the tee shot, is about 50 per 
cent of golf at least One may figure 
that a putt or atf approach is more 
valuable, but if one should happen to 
top his drive into a trap or bunker, 
or slice to the tall uncut grass, where 
a stroke or two may be wasted in 
getting out, the sinking of a long putt 
•—or laying an approach dead to the 
pin—will hardly be enough to get ft 
half, let alone winning the hole. 


The first thing in golf is to get 


away from the tee properly. It is not 
necessary to drive a ball further than 
your opponent, fjut it is necessary to 
hit the ball well down the 
course 


where you will have position if not 
extreem length. I think any sensible 
olfer would rather take chances on 
etting the drive away properly than 
ie would on sinking his put. A missed 
rive might be costly indeed, while a 


missed putt may not count for more 
ban one stroke. 


Drive Inspires Confidence. 


The thrill that comes in hitting 9 


ong tee shot has made golf the popu- 
ar game that it is today. It may not 
>e advisable to spend all one's time 
earning the wooden club shots, but a 
certain amount of attention should be 
paid to this department of the game, 
f for no other reason than to give one 
confidence. 
A 
good drive 
usually 


gives one reason to think that the 
next shot will be a good one also, and 
a good shot Is more likely to follow 
than if one hit a poor tee shot. 


The fault with most duffers and be- 


ginners is in attempting to hit the ball 
too hard. 
A well timed swing with 


the force applie'd in the proper man- 
ner produces far better results than 
If one slugged the baU for all he was 
worth. This we all know as "press- 
ing " A duffer presses without know- 
Ing how to hit the ball properly. For 
Instance, he will either swing back sc 
fast that all rhythm is lost, or he will 
throw his body into the swing before 
the clubhead has connected with the 
ball. These two faults stop many an

MEN AND THINGS. 


When we get to be street commissioner we shall 


proceed, as our first duty, to take all the swales out of 
the paved streets. Here and there, all over town, are 
found these low places at crossings, and so far as is 
visble to the layman eye the only reason for their being 
there is that they jolt the autoist and add to his dis- 
comfort and decrease tiie life of his machine. 
The 


notion that they discourage speeding is not borne out 
by experience. The speeders soon get to know -where 
they are and do their fast going elsewhere. 
Paved 


streets ought to be made comfortable for all drivers 
who go at a lawful rate of speed. 
Safety and ease 


are not conserved when one must slow down to five 
or eix. miles to cross these swales. 


Bishop Stunts is always interesting, but like the 


rest of us he stubs his mental toe now and then. In a 
recent sermon he declared that "a merchant banker, 
professional man or anyone else has no more right to 
run his business for his own profit than I have to be 
a preacher for my own profit" 
The bishop loses sight 


of two or three material matters. One of these is this, 
that unless a business is run for a profit it ceases to 
be a business; it goes out of business. Profit consists 
of two things, a wage for the work done and a return 
on the money invested. A business is frankly run for 
profit A preacher who preached only for the money 
in it would be so poor and ineffective as a preacher that 
there would be no money in it for him. In short, there 
is no comparable basis between the two.

Does the general public ask the preachers to do all 


the sacrificing? The answer is, that it does not Nor 
do the preachers do all the sacrificing. We know of 
a number who get four and six weeks' vacation a year 
with pay. We do not know of any of their members 
who are similarly favored by their employers. If the 
ministry is a poorly paid profession its members are 
largely at fault The school teachers were as poorly 
paid for a number of years, until they took steps to 
impress taxpayers that they are worthy of their hire. 
Life, for a great many persons, is made up of many 
sacrifices, and if a preacher sacrifices wealth he gains 
a serenity of spirit much more valuable to him even if 
it cannot be cashed In for groceries. 


The cold, hard figures of the business rating bureaus 


prove that most of us do not know what we are talking 
about when we say that if we had chosen to go into 
business we would have made a success of it and would 
not have had to take our satisfactions in life out of 
things of the spirit The number of persons who make 
a success of business ventures runs between five and 
seven to the hundred of those who try their hand at It. 
The other 90 per cent plus either quit before they have 
lost all they put into the business or go on the rocks. 
The losers have sacrificed their own savings or pos- 
sessions for the benefit of others, and have not even 
the satisfaction of having helped somebody else in 
the process. 


It seems to work everywhere. Herr Stresseman, the 


German who was given the commission of forming a 
new government after the Cuno cabinet had failed, is 
described as being one of the most fluent speakers in 
the reichstag and an out and out party man. How do 
sensible people believe they can make any progress 
towards a lust and sane government when they chose 
men because of their ability to talk? Outside of the 
law and the ministry, a talker has no chance in the 
business or professional world. We act wiser there 
than we do In government. 


Ninety-five per cent of the English, we are told, 


believe they are much blessed In having a king and 
aueen to rule over them. And this, In spite of the fact 
that most of them know the royal pair is but the 
merest figurehead. If you know many Englishmen you 
know that a bold Independence is their outstanding 
characteristic. If you study their forms of government 
you will find In It more of democracy than In ours. 
Why then do they favor the continuance of the royal 
Bupp'et ahow? IB it habit or does it help the rich and 
powerful to away the destinies of the many who are 
neither? 


The government 18 shortly to recognize Mexico as 


again entitled to a scat in the house of nations. Presi- 
dent Obregon has brought about a condition of tran- 
nulllty and baa created a government stable enough to 
give protection to property, and there exists no good 
reason why the ban President Wilson very property 
put upon relations with It should not be raised. The 
odd tWni about the whole situation Is that while this 
coldnest existed between the governments, more Mex- 
icans have been coming to this country than In years. 
Nebraska Is getting a number of these colonies. 


A lot of fun la being poked at the women because 


Lady Actor ran over and punched a member of par- 
liament several times because he took advantage of the 
narliamentary situation and made 10 many motions 
that her liquor hill wa» aldetracked. We are told that 
thlnw wffl he In a pretty pass in our legislatures when 
thewomen run amuck with their fists and possibly 
with rolling-pins. The prospect Is not at all appalling 
when we recall the rough houses that the men often 
siage In legislative chambers. The presence of a few 
women members would hare a tendency to improve the 
manners of a good many legislators. 


David Lawrence pictures Austria as being back on 


Its feet and one of the few European countries that Is 
so happily altuated. Mr. Lawrence says that it has 
been brought about by the league of nations appointing 
a receiver for the country, and also by the fact that 
nearly everybody has gone back to work. How simple 
moit miracles are when analyzed. The local politicians 
could not agree on what ought to be done, and the 
league put a man of its own choosing In charge. Having 
nothing to argue about the people went to work again. 
Here is a fine remedy for Individual adversity. If you 
cannot make It go. have a receiver appointed who wai 
supervise vour expenditures and keep you at work— 
that Is. If 'you do not have that Mad of a wife on 
the Job now. 


Much of the damage done business In the country 


and orasequenUy done to ail of us Is the result of 
ignorance, of a lack of knowledge of the fundamentals 
The rest of the damage Is done by the politicians who 
capitalize the natural suspicion of the rich for their 
own profit Most of us still think of the railroads in 
the terms that we did when these were being made the 
footballs of stock manipulators, and we Instinctively 
respond when some politician belabors Wall street in 
our hearing. Yet there are two facts sp fundamentally 
true that they need no discussion. One Is that as a 
people our prosperity Is Uaked with tie prosperity of 
business and business is depeadeai upon adequate 
transportation. H Is a reflection on our O*TJ latelll 
cence If we -cannot devise methods by which to make 
them play fair without destroying them.
